Gunman  lights  up  San  Fran. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  man  with  a  12-gauge 
shotgun  opened  fire  in  a  financial  district  highrise 
building  Thursday,  killing  two  people  and 
wounding  eight  others  before  he  was  slain  by 
police,  authorities  said. 

One  of  the  wounded  was  the  gunman’s 
estranged  wife,  and  another  was  a  police  officer, 
witnesses  said. 

The  man  began  shooting  shortly  before  4  p.m. 
PST  on  the  18th  floor  of  one  of  three  towers  at  1 
Market  Plaza,  said  Sgt.  Mike  Pera.  The  unidenti¬ 
fied  man  smuggled  the  weapon  into  the  building 
in  a  long  box,  possibly  a  flower  box,  one  witness 

The  man  apparently  opened  fire  in  an  office  of 
Mission  Insurance  Co.  on  the  18th  floor,  where 
his  wife  was  employed,  witnesses  said.  He  then 
ran  down  a  stairwell  to  the  17th  floor,  wounding 
two  people  on  the  stairs  and  continuing  to  fire  on 
that  floor. 

The  gunman  was  killed  in  an  exchange  of  fire 
with  three  officers,  in  which  one  of  the  officers 
was  wounded  by  a  ricocheting  fragment. 

Eight  people  were  admitted  to  Mission 
Emergency  Hospital,  and  hospital  spokeswoman 
Linda  DeLaysly  said  two  were  in  critical  condi¬ 
tion.  Seven  suffered  gunshot  wounds  and  one 
was  injured  by  flying  glass. 

Reagan  convinces  mayors

weapons  when  within  easy  reach,  according  to  a 
state  Supreme  Court  ruling  issued  in  November. 
Firearms,  loaded  or  unloaded,  transported  in  be- 
'  hind-the-seat  racks,  under  the  seats,  in  cases  or 
under  coats,  jackets  or  other  objects ;

State  Rep.  P.  Lloyd  Selleneit,  Davis  County,  has 
introduced  a  bill  before  the  Utah  Legislature  that 
would  amend  the  Supreme  Court  ruling  and  allow 
gun  owners  to  transport  and  store  firearms  in  a 
reasonable  manner.

“Every  time  we  made  a  run  at  them  we  would  fumble  the  darn 
ball,”  said  BYU  coach  Frank  Arnold. 

Yet  no  one  can  take  anything  away  from  San  Diego  State. 

“Every  time  we  turned  the  ball  over  to  them,  they’d  go  down 
and  convert  it  into  a  two-  or  three-point  play.”  Arnold  added.' 

“They  are  that  good. 

“We  had  16  turnovers  the  first  half  that  they  forced.  They  are 
the  quickest,  deepest,  and  most  talented  team  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference,”  Arnold  remarked. 

The  BYU  defense,  which  in  five  of  the  last  six  games,  has 
allowed  opponents  less  than  40  percent  field-goal  shooting,  gave 
up  a  46.2  percent  clip  to  the  Aztecs. 

Arnold  said  the  Cougar  defensive  zone  was  good,  but  it  was  the 
fast-break  offense  of  San  Diego  that  really  hurt  BYU. 

“A  lot  of  those  fast-break  baskets  came  from  our  bumbles,” 
Arnold  said. 

What  has  gone  wrong  with  the  WAC  coach’s  pre-season  pre¬ 
diction  for  conference  champion? 

“Maybe  we’re  overrated,”  Arnold  said. 

“I’m  not  so  sure  we’re  not.  We  aren’t  getting  the  inside  shoot¬ 
ing  we  thought  we’d  have,  and  we’re  not  getting  the  shooting 
from  our  guards  .  .  .  tonight  our  guard  line  went  seven  for  22.” 

This  has  been  a  very  disappointing  season  for  Arnold. 

“I  expected  Kite  to  come  on  strong  this  season  and  be  an 
offensive  threat.  That  hasn’t  happened. 

“I  also  expected  Timo  (Saarelainen)  to  come  on  and  be  an 
offensive  threat  and  that  hasn’t  happened  either.”

All  LDS  can  get  instruction

Religious  instruction  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Chirst  of  Latter-day  Saints  can  now  be  received  by 
every  LDS  high  school  student  in  the  world,  a 
Church  Educational  System  representative  said 
Thursday. 

Dr.  Bruce  M.  Lake,  CES  zone  administrator  for 
Hawaii,  the  Pacific,  Europe,  the  British  Isles  and 
South  Africa,  said  that  because  of  home-study 
courses,  church  members  throughout  the  world  can 
study  seminary  and  institute  courses  no  matter 
where  they  live  or  what  language  .they  speak. 

Lake  said  the  seminary  and  institute  courses 
were  offered  in  English  only  as  late  as  1970,  but 
because  of  the  efforts  of  Joe  J.  Christensen,  now 
president  of  the  Missionary  Training  Center,  and 
his  committee,  the  education  programs  “follow 
members  of  the  church  throughout  the  world.” 

Seminary  is  offered  through  early-morning,  re- 
leased-time  and  home-study  programs.  The  insti¬ 
tute  program  also  offers  instructed  classes  as  well 
as. individual  study. 

Secular  schools  have  been  built  by  the  church 
throughout  the  world,  Lake  said.  Every  time  a 
group  of  early  church  members  settled,  they  built  a 
school.  When  the  settlers  of  Salt  Lake  Valley  ar¬ 
rived,  they  planted  crops,  built  a  fort  for  protection 
and  then  started  two  schools  before  the  end  of  their

With  three  operating  rooms  and  a  24-hour 
emergency  service,  the  new  American  Fork  Hos¬ 
pital,  which  opened  toward  the  end  of  last  year,  is 
set  to  meet  the  medical  needs  of  northern  Utah 
County  residents. 

The  72-bed  hospital  on  the  outskirts  of  American 
Fork  is  approaching  patient  care  with  some  ambi¬ 
tious  outlooks  for  a  facility  its  size,  said  Administra¬ 
tive  Resident  George  Winn,  a  student  in  residency 
for  the  BYU  public-administration  program.

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Electronic 
recorders 
can't  cut  it 
in  courts

Automated  machines  are  replacing  human  hands 
in  almost  every  phase  of  work  today,  but  not  so  in 
the  district  courts,  says  a  Utah  County  court  re- 

P  Myron  Fraizer,  a  court  reporter,  124  N.  550 
East,  Orem,  said  he  had  used  both  electronic  and 
hand-typewriter  methods  of  recording  court  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  past  and  said  the  stenographic 
method  is  far  more  accurate. 

Ronald  Gibson  of  the  Utah  State  Court  Adminis¬ 
trators  Office  has  been  conducting  an  investigation 
of  the  two  means  of  recording  to  find  out  which  was 
the  most  accurate  and  economical. 

The  study,  conducted  under  direction  of  the  Judi¬ 
cial  Appropriations  Committee  of  the  Utah  Legisl¬ 
ature,  has  produced  results  that  seem  to  support 
Framer's  feelings. 

The  first  phase  of  Gibson’s  three-part  study  con¬ 
sisted  of  analyzing  reports  compiled  by  several 
other  states  that  have  been  conducting  similar  stu¬ 
dies.  All  the  states  except  one  concluded  the  elec¬ 
tronic  recording  devices  were  not  developed  to  the 
point  they  were  acceptable  in  district-court  report¬ 
ing,  Gibson  said. 

The  second  phase  of  Gibson’s  report  determined 
that,  because  of  the  workload  of  the  district  judges 
in  the  state,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  reporter  for 
each  district  judge. 

The  final  phase  of  the  study  dealt  with  differ¬ 
ences  in  accuracy  between  the  recording  devices 
and  the  court  reporters.  The  main  problem  with  the 
electronic  recorders  is  the  number  of  inaudible 
sounds  that  appear  on  the  tape-recorded  proceed- 

According  to  Gibson,  the  conclusion  of  the  tests 
in  the  Utah  district  courts  indicate  the  courtroom 
reporter  will  be  around  for  a  while. 


Haig  travels  to  Mideast 
to  revive  negotiations 


CAIRO,  Egypt  (AP)  —  Secretary  of  State  Alex¬ 
ander  M.  Haig  Jr.,  plunging  deeply  into  the  intri¬ 
cate  details  of  the  Middle  East  peace  process, 
brought  on  stage  Thursday  a  U.S.  official  touted  as 
an  “expediter”  for  the  snarled  Palestinian  auton¬ 
omy  talks  between  Egypt  and  Israel. 

In  back-to-back  trips  to  Jerusalem  and  Cairo  — 
his  second  Middle  East  shuttle  in  two  weeks  — 
Haig  planted  some  specific  ideas  he  hopes  will  nar¬ 
row  the  “many  differences”  in  the  positions  of  the 
two  countries  and  revive  deadlocked  autonomy 
negotiations  on  the  future  of  the  1.3  million  Palesti¬ 
nians  in  the  Israeli-occupied  West  Bank  of  the  Jor¬ 
dan  River  and  Gaza  Strip. 

Haig  made  clear,  here  and  in  Jerusalem,  that 
only  a  few  formalities  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
appointment  of  Richard  Fairbanks,  a  lawyer  and 
campaign  supporter  of  President  Reagan,  as  his 


special  assistant  to  press  for  progress  in  the  auton-  j 
omy  talks.

A  new  approach  to  learning  a  language 
while  studying  the  Bible  is  being  taught  by 
a  BYU  religion  professor. 

Wilfred  C.  Griggs,  who  holds  a  docto¬ 
rate  in  ancient  history  and  Mediterranean 
archaeology,  is  teaching  his  students  to. 
study  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  its 
original  language. 

Griggs  said  traditional  methods  of  lan¬ 
guage  study  stem  from  earlier  times, 
when  the  wealthy  studied  at  a  leisurely 
pace.  Students  of  the  past  had  time  to

Dr.  Alan  F.  Keele,  an  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  Germanic  languages  and  a  student  in 
Griggs’  class,  said  Griggs  has  turned  the 
principles  of  teaching  a  language  upside 
down.  Instead  of  teaching  grammar  and 
then  literature,  Griggs  uses  literature  to. 
teach  grammar. 

“It  takes  faith  to  begin  with  an  authentic 
text,”  Keele  said.  “The  first  thing  we  learn 
is  the  alphabet,  but  by  the  second  lecture 
you  run  into  ‘In  the  beginning  was  the  ■ 
Word _ ’” 

Keele  said  there  are  different  meanings 
for  the  same  word  in  Greek.  The  beginning 


“I  have  confidence  that  I  can  read  por¬ 
tions  of  the  New  Testament  in  its  orginal 
language,  which  is  an  amazing  accomplish¬ 
ment  in  a  semester,”  Rogers  said. 

According  to  Griggs,  he  has  never  had  a
